This document describes the requireaents for 
obtaining' an jundergra^uate degtee -in education at Brooklyn College of 
the City, University, of New Yoflcr which off^s a performance-based ' 
curriculum in teaching at four levels: a) ^rly childhood^ b) 
elementary^ c) middle, and d) secondary, llhis performance-based 
I^rogram combines course content with supervised laboratory 
experiences in schools and community settings. The curriculum 
gradually introduces more compIjLex teaching-learning situations 
designed to direct the prosepctive teacher in the development of 
knowledge, understanding, and skills needed to interpret the learning, 
situations which will occur in teaching. Programs are offered to 
prost>ectiire elementary school teachers interested in teaching 
exceptional and bilingual children. Tables in the document include 
major department information at the secondary level and courses 
offered at each of the four teaching levels, as well as the 
prerequisite's an^ corequisites for each course.

• Elementary Education majors may prepare simultaneously for 
teaching exceptional as well asiormal children. Students selected 
for Ihls specialization will register as Elementary Education 
majors ^nd will be assigned to specific sections of the courses 
In an Elementary Education sequence.

Students who graduate from this program will be eligible* 
to teach normal children on the elementary level and exceptional 
children on pre-^school , elementary and middle school levels. 
They will also be eligible to enter the special education-^ 
programs offered on the graduate level. 

Special sections of the courses in Elementary Education 
are provided for selected studerfts interested in working with 
emotional ly di stiirbed , learning disabled and mentally retarded 
children.
